_USE OF V.R.C.. BATH > 


The ‘scheme, in begief, is as 
follows :— 

Tankers, water-boats, ete, would ; 
berth against the West end of the | 
Naval Yard’ Quay wall, and dis-{ 
charge their cargo of fresh water 
into the V.R.C, bath, the bath acting 
ab a receiving basin. A pump or 

_ pumps would be: erected upon the 
VRC, premises or in that imme- 
diate vicinity. 

This pump or pumps would draw 
from ‘the V.R.C. tank, and force the 
water up-a pipe laid in the Garden 
Road nullah into the Rowen Road 
_ filter beds, and thence into the gen- 
“eral distributing system of. the 
Colony. 

As a supplement to’ this scheme 
it-is suggested that an emergency 
pipe line, consisting of, drawn steel

inary screwed joints, 
Joon Point to the V.R. 
enable ships lying at 
Wharves to discharge/ water: into 
the V.R.C. tank, whence it could be 
pumped into the Bowen Road filter 
beds. 

Water from Shing Mun could also 
be conveyed across the Harbour in 
“this pipe, and pumped up into the 
Bowen Road filter beds. 

. The V.R.C. Tank 

The V.R.C. bath is 75 feet long, 
31 feet wide, and 9 feet deep, and 
will hold about 580 tons of water. 
By bricking up four doors, and 
using the walls around the bath as 
containers it should, without any 
further reinforcing, permit four 
feet more being placed in the bath, 
thus raising its capacity to over one 
thousand tous. 

By bracing the, walls a further 
increase in capacity could no doubt 
be made. But it is believed that as 
the bath is only to be used as a 
receiving basin for the pump or 
pumps to draw from that about five 
hundred ‘tons ‘will be ample. 

. Pumps - 

As-a temporary. measure it is 
“proposed that one of. the Tangye 
pumping engines now at. Tytam Tuk 
should be dismantled, and re-erected 
upon the V.R.C. premises of in that 

- immediate vicinity.” - ‘. 
These Tangye ‘pumping engines, 
_ though in good running order, are 
of little or no use in their present 
situation, as they are unable alone 
to handle the entire discharge from 
Tytam Tuk, and they are over- 
powered when it is attempted to run 
them in parallel with the large 
Worthington pumps., 

The capacity of these Tangye en- 
-gines is about 1,250,000. gallons’ per 
day against a head of 500 feet.,.the

TIME AND MATERIAL - 
"PROBLEM - 


Tt seems inevitable that,’ whenever | 
a large body of persons is, congregat- 
ed together in industrial employment, 
there should be a considerable amount 
of waste. So commonly experience 
and so well recognised is thie that 
most industrialists have come: to re- 
gard it as 4 natural cohcomitant of 
such a situation and a contingency, to 
be faced with comparative equanim-. 
ity. Oe : : 

"The amount of waste, both in time 
and material, that goes on perpetual- 
ly in every factory or business does 
not necessarily bear relationship to 
the magnitude or extent _of opera- 
tions, for, of course, varying stand- 
ards of efficiency in workmanship, 
method and supervision enter into the 
equation, Speaking generally, .how- 
ever, the more the human—as oppo: 


js in evidence, the greater is the like- 
lihood of waste gbinge on undetected 
and assuming ‘serious proportio: 
unless some exceptionally effect 
system of checking and control -is in. 
troduced. 
On Smali Losses 

In production on a. large scale, the 
sum total of small losses, many times 
repeated, may well be equivalent, in 
the long run, to a great—perhaps 8 
disastrous—setback. The problem is

The wages situation, in these rest- 
Tess, days, never ceases to demand th? 
atttention and watchfulness .of those 
who dizect important industrial under- 
takings. Wages and output being 
two dominant factors -in the conduct 
of an industry’s operations and the 
maintenance -of its well-being, it is 
not surprising that a large quantity

Profit Sharing and Bonusgs - 

An outgrowth of various attempts, 
during the past few decades,’ to 
cement the differences ard. reconcile 
the interests of employers and em- 
ployed has been the formation of 
profit-sharing schemes, -— ee 
, No one-has yet formulated a suc- 
cessful profit-sharing scheme of uni- 
versal application. There have been 
schemes which have been well suited 
to particular industries—such as that 
of the gas industry—and these have 
worked well in practice and shown 
good results, But, time after. time, 
efforts to promote greater goodwill 
and é@o-operation.by’ such means have 
not been altogether ‘successful. 

The idea is intrinsically sound and 
praiseworthy, and when carried out 
in the right spirit is doubtless pro- 
ductive of much good.

A Solution 

The surest means of solving many

TANKER'S NEW ROLE 


The Southerh Whaling Co., Ltd.,. 
Liverpool, recently purchased from the | 
Eagle Oil Transport. Ce.;-London, tlic 
oft tanker-“San Patricio,” and Messrs, 
Cammell Laird and Co. have secured 
the contract to convert the vessdl into a 
modern. floating whale factory. -She has 
been renamed the “Southern Princess.” 
A steel screw steamer of 11,877, tons 
fross, and 7,353 tons_net register, she 
was built in- 1915 by Messrs, Arm- 
strong Whitworth and Co. It id expect- 
ed that.the eonversion will take about 
three months. The vessel will then 
operate in the Ross Sea area, under a 
whaling licence issued by the New 
Zealand. Government. ° She- will be a 
sister-ship tothe “Southern. Em- 
press,” a floating whale factory owned 
by the “Southern Whaling Co., which 
is now onerating under licence in the 
South Shetland’ Islands. e 

Mr. Norman Charles Watt, manag 
ing director of the Southern Whaling 
Co., supplied the following informa- 
tion respecting the conversion work to, 
a representative of “The Journal of” 
Commerce.” He said the “Southern 
Prince” will have a slipway built into 
ther ait by which the whales will be 
hauled on-to a -deck, which is to be 
erected above the existing upper deck 
for practically three- quarters of the 
length of the ship. . On. this déck the 
cutting operations, viz., removing ‘the 
blubber, meat and intestines and -cut- 
ting up the boné will. be effected, waste 
being thus avoided. Below this deck 
will be housed the blubber butts, 
boilers, Hartman apparatus, packing 
;; machines, ete., and on the next deck will 
be the settling tank: The existing 
main tanks will be‘utilised for carry- 
ing fuél oil outwards for the use of the 
factory, ship, and the five accompany- 
ing steam~ whale catchers. The 
“Southern Princess” will be capable of 
carrying sufficient oil'.to provide for 
herself and the accomipanying fect, and 
from the time she is loaded at the fuel 
oil” port .she. will be | self-contained 


throughout. the expedition, until her re- 


{tum to port at the end of.the season. 


AS the fuel oil is used it, will be re- 
placed by whale oil. The factory will 
contain all the- most modern whaling 
appliances. 

The convetsion work includes the fit- 


“hting of the slipway, erection of the new 


deck, installation of vats, and the ne- 
cessary machinery, and the fitting -of 
accommodation for 250 whaling hands, 
[complete with messrooms, ete. 
Unusurl Appearance 
The “Southern Princess” will also be’ 
fitted with Marconi wireless, apparatus, 
comprising a short wave transmitter, 
a half kw. transmitter and receiver, 
Girection . finder, half k.w. telephony 
set, and she will be controlled by: gyro 
compass. Apart from being able to 
take. the whale on to the deck, whales 
may be worked in the more customary 
manner slongside in the water, and der- 


‘|ricks, having 50 tons. lifts, will be fit- 


ted for this. purpose. . The ship ‘will 
present an unusual appearance when 
completed, as in the case of this type 
of tanker the engines are situated aft, 
and in order to bring the whale up ever 
the stern and on to the deck, it has 
been found necessary to move the 
funnel from the centre line of the 
ship on to the port side. The voyage 


.|from the Mersey to the Ross Sea will 


occupy some 75 days, and the vessel 
will be on her whaling grounds for a 
period of probably 100 days, after 
which in all probability she will return 
to Liverpool. 

She will have a carrying capacity of 
some 75,000 barrels of whale oil, which 
at six barrels to the ton equalg about 
12,500 tons, Her daily maximum pro- 
ductive capacity is approximately 2,000 
barrels or 333 tons. A factory ship of 
this type requires approximately 150 
tons of fresh water per-day, ‘and the 
Whole of this supply will be provided 
by evaporators supplied ,by Messrs. -G; 
and J. Weir and Co,, Ltd., Glasgow. 

The “Southern Princess” will be the 
third converted floating whale factory 
owned by the Southern Whaling Com- 
pany, and in-each instance the work of 
conversion has’ been done in British 
yards. ~

$8, 100 ‘AWARDED 1 FOR SALVAGE 
SERVICES 


TO. THE TUGS 

On the night of October 6, the “City 
of Lancaster “was in collision in the 
Thames estuary, with the tank‘steam- 
mer.““San Gerardo,”, near the Nore 
Lightship, and so badly damagéd that 
she had to be put on the West base, 
and given the: very busy attention. of 
seven tugs. The tug “Watercock” held 
her on the sand by her starboard “bow, 
and her plight, with watery in several 
holds and the engine room, led to-the 
other tugs being called to the scene, 
The ensemble represented a* value of 
nearly £200,000. °_ 

-An aetion for salvage remuneration 
was brought in- the Admiralty Court, 
and heard by Mr., Justice Hill who 
award the tug £8, 100. .The tugs “Sun 
IV.” and “V.” ‘ware valued at £15,000" 
each, the “Sun XII” at A 
£17,500. each, “Sun VI: 
the “Watereock” and at 
£15,000 each: The’ “City of Lancas- 
ter’s” value was, ship in her damaged 
condition £19,416 and cargo. £66,000, 
total: £85,416. 

“Mr. Alfred T. Bucknill was counsel 
for. the Sun tugs (instructed by 
Mesers. Constant and Constant) ; ‘Mr. 
H. C, S: Dumas for the. other two tugs 
(instrueted by Messrs. Godfrey Warr, 
Clarkson and Co.); and. Mr.. K. S. 
Cavpmael for the “City of Lancaster” 
(instructed by Messrs. Wm. A. Crump 
and Soni}. 

The Judgment 


* Mr. Justice Hill, in the. course of 


his judgment, said:—This case has been 
very. Wisely “tried. entirely upon the 
ttrents and pleadings and only one mate 
ter has been left a, little in doubt in the 
Pleadings, a small amount as to the 
“Kenia.” “As to that, I have to do 
the best I can and draw such infere- 
ness from the pleadings as the plead- 
ings will permit me to draw. It does 


not maka*a great deal of difference, 
however, and ,subject to what I may 
say, it must not be regarded as. laying 
down any principle with. reference to 
salvage services. .The services were 
rendered to the “City: of Lancaster,” 
which had been in ccollision.and suifer- 
ed severe damage on; October 6. last, 
and afterwards she had been put 
ashore on the West Ooze sand in the 
Thames estuary, The- salvors are a 
numberof tugs, their owners and 
crews. Five of them are Sun’ tugs. 
There is also a very useful tug’ in the 
“Waiercock,” and there is the “Kenia,” 
and it is admitted that’ they all ren- 
dered services which must be paid fot 
on_a salvage basis. 

It is ebvious ‘that the position of the 
“City of Lancaster” and her cargo was 
a@ very serious one. She was badly 
damaged, and her No. 4 hold was fuil 
and her No. 5 hold was partly full, 
Her engine-room -and stokehold were 
full of water, and at one time on Octo- 
ber 8, water also appeared in the No. 3 
hold. She was unable to help‘ herself, 
and she was extracted from her posi- 
tion on the sand and: towed up river 
and put on the > Mucking sands, and then 
on them again, and then towed up 
river. by the salvors to the West aie 
Docks. 

Essential Work 

To these services two classes of per- 
sons contributed. One class: was the 
persons engaged by. the owners, 
Messrs. Green and Weir, who sent down 


a diver and a-number of men with a 
shield and a pump, and these services 
had been paid for. It is clear that 
they were an essential part, and their 
work was an essential part of the sal- 
vage operations, On the other haid, 
there were these various tugs, and it 
is equally clear that their work was 
also an essential part, just as it, must 
have been very diffeult and impossible 
for the shore people to have done their 
‘salvage work unaided, so it is pretty 
certain that these claimants .could not 
have doné-it unaided; and I have to 
look at it as a whole and consider -it 
upon the footing that.I have to deal 
with it in toto, and then take such 
amount as I think is appropriate to 
bile claimants and distribute it among: 
em. - 

But-I am not going to make fine dis- 
tinctions aniongst those who have ren- 
dered the main part of the services. 
It appears to me that the “Sun IV.,” 
“Sun V.,”. and..“Sun XV." are to be 
put very much on the same plane, with 
the exception: of “Sun V.” That. ex- 
ception is that when, on the 7th, it 
was found that the engine-room’ was 
filled with water, and the: fires drawn, 
and the’ ship unable to use’ her own 
pumps, that difficulty was overcome by 
the ‘ability of the “Sun V.” to supply 
steam to, the’ ship's “donkey. pump, so 
that that pump was able to get to work, 
with the result’ that the" .engine-room 
was pumped out: and the fires lighted, 
‘and from.that time forward the. ship 
herself .was able to assist; and, I pre- 
sume, supply steam .to the pumps 
»|brought on board, That makes-a dif- 
ference taken in Zavour of the Sin. V." 
As -to.the “Sun. IV,” “Sun. V.,” and |’ 
“Sun XYV.," they ‘all took” part, ‘not 


exactly at the same: time or precisely }-

Shanghai. papers 
néunce with regret the -death, 
which occurred in Liverpool of 
Mr. H. H. Girardet, who was well 
known in Shanghai and who re- 
sided there for many years prior 
to his departure for Home in 1923. 
Mr. Girardet, according. to a 
cabled message received oy Mr. 
P. W. Massey. died suddenly. 
‘The message contained no de- 
tails. : 

It is known that reeently Mr. 
Girardet was enjoying. good 
health, and that he took part in a 
golf tournament-at Aldeburgh. 

Mr. Girardet went. to Shanghai 
iy 1907 and while in China was 
associated with Messrs, Reiss. and 
Company, being Manager of the. 
firm at the time of his departure, 
for Home. He was actively iden- 
tified with the British Chamber of 
Commerce in Shanghai’ and was 
partly responsible for its inception, 

The deceased also served for 
nearly three.years on the Shang- 
hai Municipal Council, being ¢o- 
opted in 1920 to take the place 
of Lieut.-Col. P. A. Cox, O.B.B,, 
who resigned from the Council 
when he was transferred to Hong. 
Kong. Mr. Girardet resigned 
from the Council in 1922, after 
serving on a number of import- 
ant commitiees. While in Shanghai, 
she was a member of the Shanghai 
Club and a number of other Jead- 
ing clubs. Mr. Girardet was a 
keen. golfer and also took. an in- 
terest in other sports. . 

At-the time of his death he was 
connected with Messrs. Reiss and 
Company of Liverpool, cotton 
brokers. The Liverpool concern 
has no connection with the 
Shanghai firm of the same ‘name. 

Mr. Girardet is, survived by his 
vvidow and two young sous, Jack 
and George. He married in Eng- 
land, returning to that country 
after going to Senn in 1907;

- The pipe it is proposed to use for 
the emergency Harbour pipe line 
would he solid drawn steel pipe 
(Mannesmann) of about six inches 
bore, having. a wall ‘thickness of 
about three-sixteenths . of an’ inch, 
and capable of standing an internal 
pressure of about 1,500 Ib. per 
square inch (3,400 feet head), and” 
having a weight of about eleven 
pounds per foot. The cost of this 
pipe in Hong Kong is about five 
dollars per foot. About 5,000 feet 
would _ he required, say, $25,000 
(twenty-five thousand dollars). 

As. pipe of this kind is largely 
used by the Hong Kong waterworks 
it is possible that they may have the 
required quantity in stock. Should 


this not be the ease it is almost a’ 


certainty that. the material required 
could be.ordered from Japan by wire 
and. landed in Hong Kong within 


l two weeks. 


This pipe is a regular article of 
commerce, and the whole shipment 
would weigh only twenty-five tons. 

Laying the -Pipe ¥ 

The pipe being of moderate 
diameter it will be sufficiently flext- 
ble to dispense with special articu- 
lated joints. It has been ealeulated” 
that,-in the maximum depth of 
water encountered ‘in crossing the 
Harbour, the pipe will not need to 
assume a smaller radius of curva- 
ture than 570 feet radius in being 
lowered directly from the lighters to 
the bottom..

Remarks 

The above-scheme has been put 
forward as a temporary measure, 
but it is believed that it should be 
also installed as a permanent part 
of the water works of the Colony 
not only ‘to provide for any future 
emergency, but because it- will be 

necessary, in the not distant future, 
to tap low pressure. sources of water 
supply in the New Territory. Such 
low pressure water would obviously 
be sent across the Harbour at a low 
presstire, and after reaching the 
Hong Kong: side pumped up to the 
required high level. 

To-carry out such.a permanent 


installation it would be necessary | 


to increase the size of the V.R.C. 
site by some further reclamation—

MARCONI DEVELOPMENT FOR 
NAVAL VESSELS 
RESEARCH DEPT’S. WORK 
A new wireless direction finder 
Type D.F.M.4, has been developed 
by the Research Department of the 
Marconi Company for use ‘primarily 
on. all classes of naval ships asa 

navigational. instrumen:.” 

Experience has shown that a 
wireless direction finder, to meet. 
naval. requirements, must be, cap- 
able of - taking accurate bearings. 
from continuous wave, interrupted: 
continuous’ wave, spark or tele- 
phone trarismitters over a wide 
range of wavelengths. -- 

The Type D.F.M.4, equipment 
comprises three units, the frame 
aerial, the radio-goniometer, and the 
tuner and amplifier. The frame 
‘arial, working on the well-known 
Marconi Bellini-Tosi principle, con- 
sists of. two fixed loops tutally en- 
closed in gtropgs metal tubes mount- 
‘ed on a pedestal. This is rigidly 
fixed to the deck and the leads to 
the receiver are well protected by 
being taken through the centre of 
the pedestal. In the ‘receiver the 
tuner and.amplifier are combined as 
one compact unit and covar 4 
range of from 300 to 4,000 metres. 
To obtain this waverange three sets 
of coils are employed, and by means 
ofa single switch mounted onthe 
front of the receiver any one set of 
these coils can be switched into cir- 
cuit.. ;An indicator shows. wh 
coils are in use and their waver- 
ange. : 

‘ Shielded Valves. 

Three Marconi shielded valves 
aré used to provide high’ frequency 
amplification, ani four tuning con- 
densers, .which are calibrated in 
metres, are tsed to tune the grid 
circuits of the high frequency and 
detector valves.. Each-of these coii- 
densers can be adjusted indepen- 
dently, but a common control en- 
ables: them*to be varied: over a 
range-of approximately 10 per cent. 
on either side of. the wavelength 
to which they are-set, -~ 

For ‘reception’ of contipuous 
waves a separate heterodyne mount- 
ed in the amplifier is employed. In
